REMARKS

Applicants would like to thank the interview which the Examiner granted (telephonic) on 
October 15, 2003. Kajiwara and Jichlinski were discussed. Applicants presented no arguments 
regarding the prior art in detail, rather, simply that Kajiwara and Jichlinski did not provide the 
motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to reach the present invention. The Examiner did 
question as to whether the amount of 5-ALA material of the present invention was the same for 
detecting and treating, and Applicants counselor indicated this would be checked. 

Applicants questioned the Examiner as to whether this application would be in condition 
for allowance or if any further type of claim amendments would be necessary to place this 
application in condition for allowance, and the Examiner indicated that the Examiner would have 
to check with the Examiner's supervisor, and this could not be before October 20, 2003.
